£ 100,000 
could be 
lifeline to 
the town 

EMPTY shops in Dudley 
could be revitalised as train¬ 
ing centres for trades such as 
hairdressing after the town 
landed a £100,000 grant, 
while neighbouring Wyre 
Forest has got an equal 
amount. 

Dudley has been given the 
six-figure sum to help revive 
the high street by TV retail 
guru Mary Portas. 

Wyre Forest has also won 
a slice of the £10 million 
High Street Innovation 
Fund, The money has been 
made available to the vari¬ 
ous councils in order to help 
bring empty shops back into 
use. 

Six other Midland towns, 
cities and districts have also 
been given cash from the 
fund. 

Meanwhile Dudley, 
Wolverhampton, West 
Bromwich, Bearwood and 
Walsall are also vying to 
become one of 12 areas cho¬ 
sen by Mary Queen of Shops 
star, Miss Portas, for addi¬ 
tional help. 

Dudley has the largest 
number of empty shops in 
the country for a medium 
sized town. 

Councillor Angus Adams, 
said the council would look 
at working with Dudley Col¬ 
lege which was interested in 
opening some of the empty 
shops to offer services such 
as a hairdressing salon to be 
run by the college’s stu¬ 
dents. There’s plenty we can 
do with this funding.” 

Mast plans 
are shelved 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build a phone mast in Word- 
sley have been shelved - just 
as campaigners presented 
1,300 objections to the coun¬ 
cil. 

But they have raised con¬ 
cerns that the proposals 
could be altered and resub¬ 
mitted. Site owner Severn 
Trent asked phone giants 
02 and Vodafone to pull out 
following a wave of protests. 
Residents in Wordsley have 
been battling the plans to 
build the 49ft mast next to 
Friar’s Gorse water tower. 


SHOTGUN RAIDERS 
IN £10.000 HEIST

TERRIFIED staff were threatened at gunpoint by robbers 
who snatched around £10,000 of gold jewellery from a 
store in Dudley. Two raiders, one of them armed with a 
shotgun, targeted John Hollins Jewellers in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Street. 


No shots were fired and no-one was injured but bosses said two female staff in the shop 
at the time were recovering from “a terrifying experience”. Among the items taken were 
curbed and belcher-style chains along with a gold pocket watch and bracelets. Hand-made 
gold items commissioned especially by the store were also taken in the raid. 

Part of Wolverhampton Street was 
sealed off by police as an investigation was 
launched and forensics teams moved in. 

Police say the robbers were two white 
men aged in their early 20s. The robbery 
happened at around 3pm on Monday. 

Store owner John Griffiths, who took 
over the store 50 years ago, said: “Two 
members of staff were in the store at the 
time. This was a terrifying experience for 
them. 

“I am sure every time someone opens 
the door or they hear a bang outside it will 
cause them to be on edge for a long while. 

“Around £10,000 of jewellery was taken 
in the robbery but the main thing is the 
staff are okay.” 

Mr Griffiths said he had not been in the 
store at the time of the robbery. 

Handmade 

He said no branded jewellery had been 
taken by the robbers. 

“The handmade pieces will cost a little 
more to replace as we had those made 
especially before the price of gold was so 
high.” 

Detective Inspector Gary Dring, from 
the Force Criminal Investigation Depart¬ 
ment said: “This was a serious incident on 
a busy street in the middle of the after¬ 
noon. We need to catch the people respon¬ 
sible. 

“There will have been many people in 
Wolverhampton Street at the time and I 
would urge anyone with information to 
come forward.”

RESIDENTS said goodbye to Stourbridge’s 
Bell Street car park with a bang as it disap¬ 
peared in a cloud of dust. 

Hundreds of people including those living 
at Baylie Court had to be evacuated for 
safety reasons prior to the explosive demoli¬ 
tion on Sunday morning. 

Many went to St Thomas’ Church Hall, 
Market Street, where food and hot drinks 
had been laid on by construction firm 
Bowmer and Kirkland. 

They were kept updated on the demoli¬ 
tion progress on a big screen after workers 
trained cameras on the site. 

Joann Willetts, aged 83, has lived in 
Baylie Court, Green Street, for more than 
12 years. 

The retired fashion designer said while 
some of the views from her flat look out 
across the Clent Hills, the others had been 
dominated by the shabby-looking car park. 

“I could see all the graffiti, it was 
appalling,” she said. “My bedroom windows 
looked directly at it but I used to pull my net 
curtains down so that I could not see it. I’m 
glad it has gone.” 

She was joined by Jenny Evans, 65, Mac 
Mountford, 65, and husband and wife Mavis 
and Brian Gaydon, 74 and 75 respectively. 
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Fire goes out at station

FIREFIGHTERS paraded 
outside the closing Hale¬ 
sowen Fire Station as they 
bade the building a fond 
farewell. 

Townsfolk and relatives of 
the crews gathered just as 
Green Watch finished the 
last shift at the station on 
Sunday morning. The 
Hagley Road station has 
closed after a merger. 

West Midlands Fire Ser¬ 
vice decided to combine 
operations with Cradley 
Heath. 

The fire crew, in full uni¬ 
form, marched on to the 
parade square outside the 
building after the shift fin¬ 
ished at 8am. 

Crews from Cradley 
Heath also arrived to salute 
their colleagues as they 
marched in single file to 
stand in front of their fire 
engine at the main entrance. 

A lone bagpipe played a 
lament as the firefighters 
symbolically lowered the 
station’s Union flag to mark 
the occasion. 

It is hoped the flag will be 
flown over the new station to 
be built to serve both Hale¬ 
sowen and Cradley Heath. 

Nearby residents, local 
councillors and Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis MP James 
Morris arrived for the early 
morning send-off. 

Watch commander Carl 
Fenthan, 48, said: “We are a 
very, very close knit bunch 
and it is like a family. We all 
know each other really well 
and trust each other, which 
is very important in the job 
that we do.” 

The father-of-two will be 
going to Cradley Heath sta¬ 
tion where he will become 
blue watch commander. 


Death race 
drivers are 
both sent 
to prison 

TWO drivers who caused a 
fatal crash by racing their 
cars through Dudley at up to 
120mph have been jailed. 

Passengers Danny Eales, 
aged 24, and Tim Morris, 22, 
died after the Honda Civic 
they were in was crashed by 
their close friend Michael 
Allen. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard Allen, 22, had 
been hurtling through Dud¬ 
ley at up to 120mph before 
offering to race father-of- 
four Simon Skidmore in his 
Mazda RX7. 

The pair, who had never 
met before, raced through 
streets for one and a half 
miles before Allen lost con¬ 
trol and smashed into a wall 
in Tipton Road, Sedgley. 

The Civic, which had been 
modified to go from 0-60mph 
in 6.4 seconds, “catapulted” 
across the road. 

Front seat passenger Mr 
Eales and Mr Morris, who 
sat in the back with his part¬ 
ner Jade Williams, were 
thrown from the vehicle as it 
cannoned off the wall at 
10.15pm on April 8 last year. 
Pedestrians said they esti¬ 
mated the cars hit 1 OOmph. 

Allen, of Summer Lane, 
Lower Gornal, was jailed for 
nine and half years and 
banned for 12 years, while 
Skidmore, 25, of Westcroft 
Avenue, Wolverhampton, 
got seven years and a 10- 
year disqualification. Both 
had pleaded guilty to two 
charges each of causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

Joy over 44 
saved jobs 

STAFF at a Lye factory have 
celebrated after all 44 of 
their jobs were saved when 
their firm was bought out of 
administration. 

Administrators had kept 
Lye-based metal parts and 
components manufacturer 
AMI Blay-mires trading 
after they were called in on 
March 9. 

Now a deal has been 
sealed that sees Stafford- 
shire-based Unitech Indus¬ 
tries buy the business and 
take on the 44 staff. 
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Town plans to get on Metro route 


A NEW Midland Metro route will 
form part of the multi-million- 
pound revamp of Dudley to link new 
supermarkets and tourist attrac¬ 
tions, a transport boss vowed. 

A line through the town as part of 
a £289m project is being included in 
the blueprint for work on Castle 
Hill. 

It is hoped trams will stop outside 
a £20m supermarket in The 
Minories and run down Castle Hill, 


past the new entrance for the Black 
Country Living Museum and Dud¬ 
ley Zoo. 

The line would run between 
Wednesbury and Dudley Port, with 
around 15 stops. 

Transport bosses are applying for 
Government funding and say the 
approved extension of the line 
between Birmingham New Street 
and Snow Hill was a positive step 
forward. Centro chairman and Dud¬ 


ley Councillor Angus Adams said: 
“We have included the Metro in the 
plans because we intend this to be a 
vital part of the regeneration of the 
town and the region. 

“At the moment just one Metro 
line is not enough - we need a net¬ 
work to meet demand. 

“We just need to wait and see if 
funding will become available but 
the reaction to the Birmingham line 
extension has been good and shows 


progress is being made.” Concerns 
had been raised that the Metro 
route would be abandoned after 
plans were unveiled for hybrid tram- 
trains, capable of travelling along 
both light and heavy rail tracks, to 
take passengers along a defuncted 
freight train route between Stour¬ 
bridge and Walsall, with stops in 
Brierley Hill and Dudley. 

But Councillor Adams said the 
two developments were “separate”.

New tigers 
help boost 
number of 
zoo visitors 

DUDLEY Zoo has seen a 22 
per cent increase in visitors 
in the first three months of 
this year compared to the 
same period in 2011. 

Chief executive Peter Sud- 
dock said he was delighted 
with the figures as the zoo 
celebrates its 75th anniver¬ 
sary. 

He says new attractions 
such as two new tigers, 
Tschuna and Daseep, have 
helped bring in the crowds. 

This year’s quarterly fig¬ 
ures stand at 23,020 com¬ 
pared to 18,880 visitors for 
the same period in 2011. 

“Given the current eco¬ 
nomic climate this is fantas¬ 
tic news,” added Mr 
Suddock. 

“The figures are good 
across the past three months 
... which we believe is due to 
an increased presence on 
our website and daily news 
updates, plus the arrival of 
two highly endangered 
tigers which created massive 
interest.” 

The 75th anniversary 
plans include the opening of 
a new attraction called Pen¬ 
guin Bay. The walkthrough 
enclosure will offer visitors 
the chance to get close to the 
zoo’s 70-strong group of rare 
Humboldt penguins - the 
largest colony in the UK. It 
is due to launch on May 6, 
the date the zoo opened to 
the public in 1937. 


The skyline of the town 
was changed as the building 
was demolished within sec¬ 
onds using explosives. 

Contractors were have 
begun the task of clearing 
the site of around 9,000 tons 
of rubble following Sunday’s 
demolition, which saw part 
of the town centre closed off 
for safety reasons. 

The car park and neigh¬ 
bouring Crown Centre are 
being demolished to make 
way for a new £50 million 
shopping centre and Tesco 
store. More than 120 people 
had to be evacuated from 
nearby homes including 
Baylie Court. Many were at 
St Thomas’s Church Hall, in 
Market Street, where food 
and hot drinks had been laid 
on by construction firm 
Bowmer and Kirkland. 

Drilled 

Experts used about 30kg 
of high-speed explosives to 
level the car park. Workers 
laid around 6,336ft of cables 
around the five-level multi¬ 
storey to connect about 350 
charges drilled into the con¬ 
crete structure. 

The layout of the charges 
was designed to allow the 
building to fall inwards to 
stop too much rubble and 
debris spilling outwards. 

A huge plume of dust was 
sent into the sky when the 
car park was brought down 
to gasps from those who had 
gathered behind cordons. 

Work to clear the site is 
expected to take four weeks 
while demolition of the 
neighbouring Crown Centre 
continues. Contractors will 
then begin to dig out the site 
for much of the rest of this 
year for the new under¬ 
ground car park. Work on 
the £50m Crown Centre and 
Tesco will begin next year.

370 are 
waiting 
for new 
organs 

AROUND 370 patients in 
the West Midlands are des¬ 
perately waiting for life-sav¬ 
ing organs, according to new 
figures. 

Although there are cur¬ 
rently 829,082 people in the 
region on the donor register, 
NHS Blood and Transplant 
says more are needed to 
meet the shortage. 

Latest figures from the 
health organisation show , 
as up to the end of March, 
there were 370 patients on 
the waiting list. 

The number includes 117 
who have been temporarily 
removed because they are 
too ill or unable to receive a 
transplant. 

Of those on the list, 333 
need a kidney transplant, 
five are waiting for a lung 
transplant and four are 
waiting for a new heart. 
Patients are also waiting for 
liver and pancreas trans¬ 
plants. 

The figures cover post¬ 
codes in the West Midlands 
Strategic Health Authority 
area including Dudley, Wal¬ 
sall, Wolverhampton, 

Sandwell, Birmingham, 
Wyre Forest and Stafford. 

At the moment, people 
have to opt in to the NHS 
organ donor register log on to

Dramatic fall in borough crimes, says survey 


A DRAMATIC cut in crime saw almost 
3,000 fewer victims in the Dudley 
borough, compared to the previous year. 
Across the West Midlands region crime 
levels are lower than at any time since 
2002, say police. 

In Dudley since last April, a total of 
15,272 crimes have been reported, com¬ 
pared to 18,157 the year before. 

The figures includes 429 fewer victims 
of vehicle crime and 416 fewer house 
raids. 

The number of victims of the most 
serious violence dropped by 24 and 748 


fewer businesses were hit by crime. 
Dudley’s Chief Superintendent Keith 
Baldwin said the force-wide reductions 
happened in spite of more than 1,700 staff 
leaving the organisation through £126 
million cutbacks over four years. 

Summer 

And he pointed out the lower crime 
figures was set against the backdrop of 
last summer’s riots, which brought some 
of the worst disorder the region has ever 
seen. 

“At the same time levels of satisfaction 


with feedback and action taken are 
showing some of the highest figures ever 
recorded since our in-depth surveys were 
launched,” he added. 

“All of this has been achieved at a time 
when we have made significant savings. 
Many of our functions have been 
reviewed which has led to some reduc¬ 
tions in workforce and involved changes 
to the frequency of what we do, how we do 
it or whether we do it at all without 
impacting on service. 

“The last year has been extremely pos¬ 
itive in terms of our performance and I 


am proud that we are making a difference 
where it really matters to our communi¬ 
ties. Performance from September to 
January was particularly impressive, 
with some of the lowest recorded levels of 
robbery for a decade. 

Crackdown 

“These big reductions in crime across 
the board are good news.” 

The force’s crackdown on robbery, 
driven by Operation Serve and Protect, 
resulted in over 1,600 fewer victims com¬ 
pared to this time last year.

Hundreds line 
the streets for 
Luke's funeral 

HUNDREDS of mourners lined the streets of Hagley to pay 
their last respects to 15-year-old rugby player Luke 
Chapman. The teenager, a pupil at the village’s Haybridge 
High School, died after collapsing during a match in Kidder¬ 
minster. 

The village near Stourbridge came to a standstill as the 
funeral cortege made its way through the streets to St John 
the Baptist Church. 

Pupils from Luke’s school applauded as the procession 
went past while traders and shoppers also came out onto the 
street to pay their respects on Friday. 

People began to walk behind the cortege as it travelled 
along Worcester Road to the church. 

The funeral service was led by The Rev Richard Newton 
and included the hymn The Lord’s My Shepherd and a poem 
written by some of Luke’s friends. 

Carole King’s You’ve Got A Friend and I’ll Be Missing You 
by Puff Daddy and Faith Evans, were played at the begin¬ 
ning and end of the service as they were both songs Luke 
enjoyed listening to. 

Rev Newton said: “We honour Luke’s memory by doing 
our best to allow it to live on - and we don’t do that by stand¬ 
ing still. 

“So this service is an occasion for us to lament and mourn, 
but it’s also a celebration of Luke’s life.” 

Luke’s headteacher and friends have expressed their 
shock and sadness at his sudden death on March 20. 


A 92-YEAR-OLD man seriously injured in a 
collision at a Black Country accident 
blackspot was among the first people to use 
a new pedestrian crossing there. 

People near the Hagley Road dual carriageway, at Hayley 
Green, Halesowen - where four pedestrians have died in 
accidents along with numerous other incidents - had cam¬ 
paigned for action for many years. 

It was known as the second most dangerous stretch of 
road in the UK. 

The new puffin crossing - similar to a pelican but with 
detectors that change the lights as soon as someone has 
reached the other side of the road - was used by 92-year-old 
Denis Greaves, who has spent the last 17 months recover¬ 
ing from multiple injuries received when hit by a car, in 
which he was hurled about 
50ft. 

He suffered a cut head, 
multiple fractures of his 
right leg, severe trauma to 
his right hip and leg, grazes 
and bruises. 

The retired British 
Leyland factory worker, who 
was crossing on his daily 
walk to collect newspapers 
for himself and neighbours 
when the accident hap¬ 
pened, said: “We always 
called this stretch of road 
between Halesowen and the 
Badgers Sett at Hagley the 
‘mad mile’ because people 
used to race along it. 

Frightens 

“It still frightens me. But 
I appreciate what’s been 
done to get the crossing and 
it will be safer for children 
and older people to cross.” 

Dudley Council has inst¬ 
alled the £85,000, after a 
consultation with residents 
and the lights were switched 
on for the first time on last 
week. 

The road was labelled the 
second most dangerous in 
Britain when it featured in 
an ITV documentary in 
2004. 

Councillor Ken Turner, 
said: “The opening of the 
crossing is a day of elation 
for us.”

Transport bosses welcome new lanes 


PLANS for new bus lanes on a busy 
road leading to the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre have been welcomed by 
transport bosses. 

The work is part of a £10 million 
scheme to revamp Merry Hill bus 
station and the network in Brierley 
Hill. 

New bus lanes and gates will be 
put on The Boulevard, the main link 
road between the centre and the 
A4036 Pedmore Road. At least 40 


stops will be upgraded. It comes 
after the Department for Transport 
said Centro would receive £5m from 
the Government towards the 
scheme. 

It has also granted nearly £1.4m 
for a fleet of 21 hybrid buses to be 
brought into service on the Number 
1 route which runs between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Dudley. 

Centro chairman Councillor 
Angus Adams said: “This is fantas¬ 


tic news for passengers and a real 
win-win. 

“It means Merry Hill - one of the 
showpiece shopping centres of the 
region - will get a truly 21st century 
bus station while one of the Black 
Country’s key bus routes will get a 
fleet of environmentally friendly 
vehicles.” 

Merry Hill and the neighbouring 
Waterfront office complex provide 
more than 8,000 jobs in retail, con¬ 


struction and the service industry. 

The shopping centre is the second 
biggest in the West Midlands, 
attracting more than 20 million vis¬ 
itors a year, but transport authority 
Centro said it had suffered in recent 
years from heavy traffic congestion 
on surrounding roads. 

The revamp of the bus station will 
include up-to-the-minute electronic 
displays at all stands and improved 
waiting facilities.

Locals won their three- 
year battle to get the 
factory’s work restricted in 
2010 when the council 
finally issued the firm with a 
permit restricting their 
work. 

The site closed shortly 
after, with bosses saying 
they could not stick to the 
new rules. 

Residents, many of whom 
are elderly, claimed noise, 
foul smells and sand blew 
over their homes from the 
plant. 

The ombudsman Dr Jane 
Martin has ordered the 
council to pay £250 compen¬ 
sation to the complainant 
and each of the 27 house¬ 
holds affected after being 
found guilty of maladminis¬ 
tration.

There are about 400 exhibits on 
show, including replica equipment 
used to weigh luggage made by 
Smethwick-based W&T Avery Ltd at 
its Soho Foundry in 1911. 

There will be pictures of safes, 
made by Bilston’s Thomas Perry & 
Son plus a plate featuring the 
Thomas Perry & Company logo, like 
the ones that would have been fixed 
to the safes. 

The safes would have been located 
on the sea deck and used to keep 
first-class passengers’ valuables 
secure.

We formed a relative/friends group 
called Action Group NBH and in a 
short time raised more than 5,000 sig¬ 
natures on our petition from people all 
over Dudley, and given more time could 
have raised well over 20,000, with not 
one person refusing to sign in support 


of our campaign. The council were then 
obligated to let me speak for three 
minutes at a full council meeting to 
state our case. At the end of that Les 
Jones, the leader of the council, made a 
decision to “set aside” the closure plan 
until there was a new consultation 
process.The council commissioned Age 
UK, Dudley, to organise five consulta¬ 
tion meetings around Dudley. 

When the Age UK Dudley facilitator 
was asked if Age UK Dudley repre¬ 
sented residents in care homes she said 
they do not and would not be submit¬ 
ting their own report concerning their 
view on the proposed closure of NBH 


Care Home which in my opinion raises 
serious doubts on the impartiality of 
Age UK Dudley to organise this consul¬ 
tation process. 

The position in Dudley at present is 
most of the public support keeping 
open NBH Care Home including the 
health service, churches and other 
political parties, so where does that 
leave the Conservative controlled 
cabinet of Dudley Council? I would say 
that they are isolated from the elec¬ 
torate of Dudley.

ALMOST 200 council houses in 
Dudley are being fitted with solar 
panels to save tenants around 
£100 a year on their energy bills. 

They are being installed on homes across 
the Priory estate at a cost of £1.5million and 
will provide free electricity to the residents 
during daylight hours. The panels will gen¬ 
erate the equivalent of roughly one free 
month of electricity per year. They will be 
installed on 180 south-facing council homes 
by workers from power company E.ON. 

Any additional electricity generated which 
tenants do not use will be transferred to the 
national grid. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, said: “This is an 
important investment by Dudley Council 
that over time gives tenants the opportunity 
to save on average £100 a year on their 
energy bills as well as reducing the borough’s 
carbon footprint, a priority for us all. 

“The scheme will cost an estimated £1.5 
million and the cost of the panels will obvi¬ 
ously be repaid, over time, through the Gov¬ 
ernment’s feed-in tariff scheme.” 

Work has already begun on a separate 
community project to install solid wall insu¬ 
lation on 300 homes in the Priory area. 

Around 100 homes will get cavity insula¬ 
tion and 200 will receive new energy efficient 
boilers as part of the scheme funded by 
E.ON. 

Residents were consulted on the plans last 
year. More than £350m will be invested 
across the country by energy firms in the 
next three years. 

Solar panels are becoming increasingly 
popular around the country. 


Facelift for banquet site

a £20,000 facelift - with a further £10,000 to 
be splashed out - to tempt more couples to 
book weddings there. 

Benjamin’s in Birmingham Street hosted

THE MYSTERY surrounding the 
fate of a former pub could be 
solved with plans to transform it 
into a Co-operative store, creat¬ 
ing 20 jobs. 

Work has been progressing to put on a 
new roof, refurbish and extend the old 
Broadway pub in Norton, Stourbridge, for 
several months. 

Midcounties Co-op recently lodged an 
application with Dudley Council to create an 
off-licence at the building but refused to 
comment last month. Now, however, the 
company has confirmed it is planning to 
create a convenience store. 

SEP Properties, of Stone Street, Dudley, 
which purchased the building, had also 
stayed tight-lipped about its future and 
workers - questioned by residents - main¬ 
tained the mystery, refusing to give away 
details of its planned use once the refurbish¬ 
ment work has been completed. 

But Midcounties Co-operative spokesman 
Louise Evans said: “We are currently devel¬ 
oping the former Broadway pub in Stour¬ 
bridge and, subject to planning permission, 
hope to bring this site back into use as a con¬ 
venience store, creating around 20 jobs.” 

The pub, on the corner of The Broadway 
and Windsor Road, used to be a popular live 
music venue. But it closed in February last 
year, when licensees Jane and Keith 
Johnson said they had struggled to make 
ends meet. 

Speculation in the area mounted about its 
future, with predictions including it could be 
turned into a doctor’s surgery or an Indian 
restaurant. 


Bid to extend wash hours 

PLANS to extend the opening hours of a car 
wash and valeting business in Stourbridge 
have been lodged with council chiefs. 

An application to open on Sundays and 
Bank Holidays at the Westlands Direct site, 
High Street, Amblecote have been submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council. The car wash is cur¬ 
rently open Monday to Saturday but bosses 
say they want to opens seven days a week.

GOLD MEMBER 
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Diggers ripping through 
centre demolition work 


DIGGERS have ripped through 
the rooftop car park of Stour¬ 
bridge’s Crown Centre as demoli¬ 
tion work continues to change the 
face of the town centre. 

These latest pictures show machines 
making quick work of the demolition. Piles 
of dust and rubble have been mounting up as 
workers smashed through the roof into the 
upper floors of the building. 

The centre’s tower where shoppers used 
to access stairs and lifts has been cut away 
from Bell Street after bridges were disman¬ 
tled. 

Heavy blocks of concrete have fallen to the 
floor where motorists once drove down New 
Road outside the multi-storey car park. 

But these are gradually being moved as 
the machinery moves through the Crown 
Centre building where weddings once took 
place in the town’s register office. Now large 
sections of the concrete wall of Bell Street 
car park near the Crystal Leisure Centre 
have been removed. 

Construction firm Bowmer and Kirkland 
have erected security fencing around both 
buildings as part of the works. 

They plan to blow up the ailing car park 
early next month to make way for a new £50 
million Tesco redevelopment. At this stage 
in the project demolition work is being 
carried out on Sundays to reduce disruption 
to the town. Stourbridge Library and the 
town hall can only be accessed via Crown 
Square while the work is carried out. A new 
entrance to the library and town hall will 
soon open along Smithfields, off Market 
Street. 

Castle holding bat walk 

A POPULAR annual bat walk will be held 
through the grounds of Hartlebury Castle 
near Kidderminster. 

Visitors will be able to find out more about 
the creatures during the event at 7.30pm on 
May 18. 

Tickets must be pre-booked and cost £16 
for adults and £8 for children, including a 
meal before the walk. 


Mosaic carefully lifted out

A MOSAIC of Stourbridge’s coat of 
arms that dates back to the 1920s 
has been carefully removed from the 
Crown Centre as part of its £50 
million redevelopment project. 

The historic artwork will now be 
restored by Tesco. 

Specialist equipment was used to 
extract the mosaic from the floor of 
the centre, which is being demol¬ 
ished as part of work to create a new 
supermarket. 


Project manager Mark Glover, 
from Bowmer & Kirkland, said the 
mosaic had been covered by a pro¬ 
tective plastic panel before contrac¬ 
tors began cutting around it. 

The team spent several hours 
carefully drilling around the tiles 
and the mosaic was lifted out of the 
ground last week. 

Cracks in the decoration will be 
repaired and it will then be incorpo¬ 
rated into the new development.

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Number of lay ministers 
rise across the Diocese 


THE NUMBER of lay ministers joining the 
Diocese of Worcester has soared by 20 per 
cent in the past 12 months. 

More than 200 volunteer ministers have 
been authorised as lay ministers, also 
known as Readers, across the diocese during 
the past two years. But the news comes as 
leaders of the diocese, which covers 
churches in parts of the Black Country and 
Worcestershire, battle to plug the gaps of 
the numbers of clergy leaving the church. 

Bishop of Dudley, the Rt Rev David 
Walker admitted more clergy were leaving 
the paid ministry than entering it due to 
many reaching retirement age. 

And he said volunteer Lay Ministers were 
having to play an increasingly vital role in 
maintaining the church’s links with the 


community. “It is certainly true that there 
are currently more clergy currently leaving 
paid ministry than there are entering it, 
largely due to the baby boomer generation 
reaching retirement age,” he said. 

“Clergy are deployable nationally and 
each diocese can only have their fair share of 
that national pool.” 

The bishop added the move reflected the 
changing role of the stipendiary clergy with 
more volunteers working alongside vicars. 

Stipendiary clergy receive a form of 
salary, often tied in with housing, which 
means they do not need to have other paid 
work and they can give their lives to the 
Church. However, a lay minister is a volun¬ 
tary, unpaid position within a church com¬ 
munity.

Moving 

POLICE have been given new 
powers to clamp down on 
troublemakers plaguing a 
Dudley ward after receiving 
more than 1,000 calls about 
anti-social behaviour in just 
under a year. 

Officers have been granted the power 
to move on groups causing a nuisance 
in the Castle and Priory area of the 
borough. Dispersal orders, which will 
run for six months, have been put in 
place and cover 31 streets. 

They include alley, play areas and 
parks and will run until September 25 
in a bid to reduce the number of reports 
of anti-social behaviour. 

Police will have the power to break 


up groups of youths if they believe they 
are at risk of causing trouble. 

They can also take under 16s home to 
their parents between the hours of 9pm 
and 6am and ban people from return¬ 
ing to specific areas within 24 hours. 

Castle & Priory neighbourhood 
police sergeant, Warren Hayward, said: 
“Between January and November last 
year we received more than 1,000 calls 
relating to anti-social behaviour in 
these three identified areas. 

“Working with the Council, we’ve 
now secured dispersal orders covering 
these zones and we’re confident it will 
combat poor behaviour and make 
people of Castle & Priory feel safer.” 

The orders cover three zones. The 
first covers Wrens Nest Road, from 
Celandine Road to the bottom access of 


Hillside Road, Willow Road, Summer 
Road, Hillside Road, Broom Road, 
Washington Court, Old Park Road, as 
far as alleyway leading to Ivy Road and 
Oak Green. 

The second includes Priory Road, 
from Limes Road to Mayfield Road, 
Bluebell Road, Laburnam Road, Lilac 
Road, Lavender Road, Cedar Road, 
Maple Road, Forest Road, Castle Mill 
Road, Fryers Gate, Beech Road, Elm 
Road, Oak Road, Sommery Road, 
Woodland Avenue, Chestnut Avenue, 
Hawthorne Road, Pagnal Drive and 
Gervase Drive. 

The final zone covers Goodrich 
Mews, Richborough Drive and Burton 
Road, from Oak Park Road to the 
Broadway.

Scrap dealers will have 
to provide fingerprints 


SCRAP metal sellers in the West 
Midlands will be made to provide 
their fingerprints as part of a pilot 
project to tackle soaring metal 
thefts. 

Dudley has become the first place in the 
country where scrap dealers have been pro¬ 
vided with record books and ink pads. Signs 
are now being installed at scrapyards letting 
people know that if they want to sell metal 
they will be asked for their fingerprints. 

The aim is to make it easier for police to 
trace anyone thought to be trading stolen 
metal. If the scheme, being run by West Mid¬ 
lands Police and Dudley’s community safety 
partnership, Safe and Sound, is successful, it 
will be rolled out wider. 

Metal thieves across the region have tar¬ 
geted schools, churches, war memorials and 
businesses, causing damage and loss running 
into hundreds of thousands of pounds. 

Sgt Chris Fox, who is leading the campaign 
against metal theft in Dudley, said: “I am 
really pleased we have been able to assist 
traders in the borough and help make it a dif¬ 
ficult environment for those attempting to 
sell stolen scrap metal. 

“We will continue to use a wide range of 
tactics, both overt and covert, as part of the 
operation to stamp out this crime which 
brings misery to all of the community. 

“It sounds like a simple measure, however 
such information will prove hugely useful 
when investigating metal thefts in the area as 
the fingerprints will offer a significant line of 
inquiry if the stolen item is recovered.”

ROADS around Wyre Forest will 
be resurfaced as part of a £3.8 
million improvement scheme 
aimed at reducing the number of 
potholes in Worcestershire. 

Around 350 routes will be repaired during 
the programme of surface dressing work 
announced by the county council. The work 
will get under way on April 14 and will con¬ 
tinue until August. 

Council chiefs have warned there will be 
some disruption while the work is carried 
out but efforts would be made to ensure it is 
kept to a minimum. 

Councillor John Smith said: “This is the 
most extensive surface dressing programme 
we have ever undertaken and the invest¬ 
ment shows we’re as committed as ever to 
improving things for those using our roads. 

“What surface dressing allows us to do is 
catch a road halfway through its lifespan 
and give it an extension. 

“It’s something that has been used suc¬ 
cessfully for a number of years and it offers 
great value for money as catching things at 
this stage removes the need for even more 
costlier work in the future. 

“Obviously, as this work moves quickly 
around the county, there will be the poten¬ 
tial for some disruption. 

“But everything will be done to keep this 
to an absolute minimum and the great 
advantage of this type of improvement is the 
job gets done very quickly,” he added. 

Once work is completed drivers will need 
to drive with caution at 20mph over the sur¬ 
faces for the first 24 hours.

History can be found 
right under your feet 


HISTORY is all around us; 
buried beneath our feet, 
sewn into the fabric of our 
buildings and landscape 
and woven into the her¬ 
itage of our towns. 

Blink, however, and you may 
miss it. 

Some of the region’s most impor¬ 
tant monuments are hidden, seem¬ 
ingly invisible, within our everyday 
surroundings. 

One such scheduled monument is 
the Lime Kilns at the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

Completed in 1842, the kilns 
were in use until 1926, burning 
limestone quarried from beneath 
Dudley from nearby Castle Hill and 
Wren’s Nest. 

Mel Weatherley, museum head of 
learning, said: “Massive quantities 
of limestone was quarried during 
the Industrial Revolution, supply¬ 
ing the iron and steel industry with 
flux to separate the gangue from 
the molten ore. 

“This left the ground laced with

caverns, the most spectacular being 
Seven Sisters.” 

Impressive 28ft chimneys topped 
the shafts and kilns, belching out 
continuous plumes of smoke, 
adding to the plague of fumes which 
gave the Black Country its name. 

The kilns were filled with alter¬ 
nate layers of limestone and coal. 

Small wagons transported the 
raw materials around the top of the 
kilns and the shafts were loaded 
through doors in the base of the 
chimneys. 

A winding gin stood on top of the 
kilns and raised the raw materials 
delivered by the canal boats in the 
basin below. 

Mel said: “Quicklime and lime 
dust were dangerous to work with. 
Despite wearing gaiters for protec¬ 
tion and cloth wrapped around 


their hands and faces, many lime 
burners sustained terrible injuries 
to their eyes and skin. 

“In 1849 Lord Dudley built a hos¬ 
pital (which later became the Guest 
Hospital) for the care of lime 
workers blinded at his works. 

The industrial might of the 
region was felt the world over. 
From ornate gates created for the 
Royal House of Sian to the con¬ 
struction of the Ibi-Gawa Bridge in 
Japan - the region’s manufactur¬ 
ing industry made its mark. 

Its success lay in its geological 
wealth and the mettle of its people. 

So next time you take a stroll - 
keep your eyes peeled. The past 
surrounds you but it can slip by in 
an historical blink of the eye!

waterfalls to be part

FLOWING waterfalls and cas¬ 
cades will be recreated in an 
18 th century parkland near 
Stourbridge after bosses 
announced funding had been 
secured for the work as part 
of plans to reopen the 
grounds to visitors.

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Trial scheme could see 
driving tests reinstated 


DRIVING tests could return to 
Kidderminster three years after a 
centre was controversially 
closed, a Government minister 
has revealed. 

Roads Minister Mike Penning said a trial 
scheme to hold tests from council buildings, 
hotels and leisure centres could be extended 
to the town. Suitable test routes and loca¬ 
tions for bases will be looked at. 

More than 1,700 people signed a petition 
to retain a centre in the Wyre Forest district 
after the Driving Standards Agency said 
Kidderminster’s building in Castle Road 
needed costly repairs and did not suit 
modern day needs. 

But it shut anyway in 2009 and learners 
have since had to use the facility in Lower 
Gornal instead. 

Mr Penning said Kidderminster, 
Droitwich and Bromsgrove were now being 
considered to take part in the trial in 
Worcestershire, with a view to it becoming 
permanent. He said the Driving Standards 
Agency would look at suitable routes and 
locations in the towns. 

Wyre Forest district councillor Julian 
Phillips said: “This is a welcome announce¬ 
ment for not just me, but all those driving 
instructors, learner drivers and the rest of 
the community who backed our campaign in 
2008 and 2009. All our efforts were not in 
vain.” 

Wyre Forest MP Mark Gamier added: “I 
have been lobbying the minister since the 
election to restore testing in Wyre Forest.”

ONLY David 

Cameron’s out-of¬ 
touch Tories could 
think pensioners 
should fund a tax cut 
for millionaires. 

But that’s what the 
budget means. It is always a 
big parliamentary occasion. 
But I’m always more inter¬ 
ested in what it means for 
people in Dudley. 

Make no mistake: this is a 
bad budget for local people - 
especially if you’re over 65 
or work and have a young 
family. The Chancellor will 
have great difficulty justify¬ 
ing the choices he has made. 

I invited him up to Dudley 
to explain his decisions to 
the pensioners and ordinary 
families who are bearing the 
brunt of unfair Tory tax 
policies. 

Safe to say, I think he’s 
unlikely to take me up on 
my offer any time soon. 

Take the freeze in per¬ 
sonal allowance for pension¬ 
ers. It will mean 4.5million 
OAPs who pay income tax 
will lose an average of £75 
per year next April. 

People who turn 65 next 
year will lose out by £314 

Likewise a family with 
children earning £20,000 
will lose £253. This is on top 
of the VAT rise which is cost¬ 


ing them an average of £450 
per year. At the same time, 
the richest one per cent - 
anyone earning £150,000 a 
year - is getting a tax cut of 
an average of £10,000. 

Bankers earning a million 
a year or more will get a tax 
cut of more than £40,000 
every year. I want to see 
taxes come down for every¬ 
one, but how can it be the 
right time to cut taxes for 
the wealthiest people in 
Britain when people who 
have worked hard all their 
lives and played by the rules 
are getting punished? 

The money they have 
spent on giving a tax cut to 
the super rich could have 
been better used. 

PENSIONERS 

I’ll be spending this week 
in Dudley campaigning for 
action to support hard work¬ 


ing families. The rising cost 
of living is one of the num¬ 
ber one issues raised with 
me at surgeries and on the 
doorstep. 

Decent people are getting 
poorer and the Govern¬ 
ment’s unfair policies - tax 
rises for pensioners and tax 
cuts for millionaires are 
making things worse. 

One of the biggest strains 
on household budgets at the 
moment is the soaring cost 
of gas and electricity.

Time to brush up on 
home maintenance 


WHEN the summer arrives its 
time to do some very important 
maintenance checks around your 
property. 

Maintaining your home before 
things go wrong is the best way of 
ensuring that your property stays in 
top condition in the cheapest way. 

It is so much simpler to keep things 
well maintained than to be in a position 
where you are constantly repairing. 

The emphasis is on painting and dec¬ 
orating in the summer, but other jobs 
like replacing guttering, damaged 
through the bad months, or patching 
render and brickwork joints are best 
carried out in warmer conditions. 

GUTTERING 

If the guttering needs any replace¬ 
ments or cleaning this should be done 
first to stop dirt and debris falling onto 
other areas you have just decorated, 

When removing rotten cast iron 
gutters you will need help since the 
lengths are heavy and it is not safe just 
to let it break apart and drop to the 
ground. Scrape facia downpipes with 
care and wear eye protection. When the 
old gutter is cleaned away, replace, 


repair and paint any fascia boards and 
soffits. 

DECORATING WALLS 

AND WOODWORK 

Take care when working on ladders 
and access equipment. Make sure all 
step ladders are fully opened. Never 
lean stepladders against the wall to 
work from. Do not work alone on a high 
ladder. 

Start cleaning walls and windows 
from the top. Preparation is the key to 
good decorating of any kind and it is 
false economy to paint over old surfaces 
without proper preparation. The paint 
will peel and crack in no time. A coat of 
masonry paint will not fill cracked 
render or cover mould growth. 

To clean render effectively, a clean 
wall downpower washer can be used 
with fungicidal wash, removing any 
mould growth. Make good any cracks or 
holes and remove any loose material. 

Walls must be sound before painting. 
Tap the walls as you go listening for any 
‘hollow’ sounds as this means that the 
render has come unstuck from the 
masonry and should be replaced. 

The major problem with cracked or 


‘blown’ render is that water will get in 
behind it and cause damage and damp 
problems so be vigilant. Remove as 
much debris as possible with a wire 
brush then apply stabilising solution to 
allow a good key for the masonry paint. 

On already textured walls, smooth 
masonry paint should be used but if you 
want to apply a texture, then textured 
masonry paint can be used. Both 
usually have a 10-year guarantee if 
painted on to a properly-prepared 
surface. Do not paint when the sun is 
hot, the paint dries quickly and the 
edges will show when you stop. 

DECORATING TIMBER 

Painted timber should be washed 
down first to remove dirt. If the paint is 
still keying well there is no need to 
remove it but it should be rubbed down 
with a fairly fine grade sandpaper to 
remove a little of the shine. If the paint 
is not perfect, it is best to get back to a 
sound surface and start again. This can 
be done by using a paint stripper or a 
heat gun. 

After sanding down or stripping, the 
surface should be wiped over with 
white spirit. Make good any defects 
using a heat gun filler and where any 
rot is present it should be cut away. The 
remaining wood should be treated with 
wood preserver and the gaps and holes 
filled with external wood filler. If you 
have had to strip back to the wood you 
will need to prime the timber surface. 

The primer should be followed by an 
undercoat, then a top coat. Varnishing 
timber after sanding should be done as 
soon as possible to protect the timber. 

CRUMBLING BRICKWORK. 

If the winter’s freezing weather has 
caused the surface of the exposed brick¬ 
work to crumble and become unable to 
resist the ingress of moisture, it is 
important to seal them. Make good any 
defective pointing and seal.

THE MAKING of Harry Potter 
tour at the Warner Brothers’ 
movie studios in north 
London takes visitors behind- 
the-scenes to see the actual 
sets, costumes and props 
used in the eight movies 
about the boy wizard. 

This is not a theme park, despite the 
hefty £83 price tag on a family ticket, 
but is a day out that dedicated Potter 
fans will remember at what is in effect 
a museum of Harry Potter artifacts. 

On the site of a former Rolls-Royce 
aircraft engine factory near Watford, in 
two massive sound stages co-incidently 
named J and K in an accidental 
homage to author JK Rowling, is the 
world’s greatest collection of Potter 
memorabilia. This ranges from the 
iconic sets for Hogwarts Castle’s Great 
Hall and the bizarre shops of Diagon 
Alley, to countless snitches, goblets, 
swords and paintings that seem 
crammed into every corner of these 
super-sized warehouses. 

Pre-booked 

The tour is already proving phenom¬ 
enally popular. Tickets must be pre¬ 
booked online at the website 
www.wbstudiotour.co.uk or via the 
approved tour operators. Visitors are 
then given a specific tour time. Each 
party will be limited to 100 so fans get 
to see the displays close up. 

The prices, £28 for adults and £21 for 
children (five to 15), have not put off 
the fans with April already set to be a 
sell-out with up to 5,000 visitors per 
day. The walking tour, mostly self- 
guided, takes three to four hours. 

After introduction films, the screen 
lifts to reveal the huge gothic doors to 
the impressive Great Hall. Inside visi¬ 
tors can see grafitti carved by the Hog-

warts ‘pupils’ on the huge wooden 
tables, character costumes and the 
house points bead system which is said 
to have caused a bead shortage when 
installed in the year 2000. 

Beyond the hall, visitors can peer 
inside Hagrid’s Hut, the Weasley’s 
kitchen complete with magic appli¬ 
ances, Dumbledore’s office, the 
Gryffindor common room and boys’ 
dormitory, including Harry’s supris- 
ingly tiny bed - apparently, as the 
actors grew older they were filmed so 
we couldn’t see their feet hanging over 
the ends - and Professor Snape’s 
potions classroom. 

Everywhere the Potter fanatics can 
make gleeful discoveries, such as the 
Mirror of Erised, Goblet of Fire, the 
Philosopher’s Stone and horcruxes 
which contained evil Voldemort’s soul. 


This area also shows how green 
screen technology made it appear 
Harry and co could ride their broom¬ 
sticks and - here’s the really great 
thing - you get to have a go and see 
yourself on screen soaring over Hog¬ 
warts and Tower Bridge. Unique sou¬ 
venir photos are available, from £12 for 
one to £20 for the full set of four. 

The most monumental displays are 
from the Ministry of Magic, including 
the massive Soviet-style ‘Magic is 
Might’ statue and the London Under¬ 
ground-like architecture from the min¬ 
istry, plus Professor Umbridge’s pink 
and gilt confection of an office. 

Between the sound stages is the back 
lot where Privet Drive can be visited 
with the triple decker Knight Bus 
parked nearby beside Hagrid’s motor¬ 
bike and sidecar and the famous flying 
Ford Anglia. You can view the only 
section of the Hogwarts Bridge whilst 
sipping a sickly sweet Butterbeer. 

In the next building an onscreen 
Warwick Davis shows how the special 
effects experts brought the fantastic 
beasts and monsters of the films to life 
in The Creature Shop, where Aragog 
the giant spider lurks beside were¬ 
wolves, elves, goblins and an interac¬ 
tive Buckbeak the Hippogriff. Then its 
on to the atmospheric Diagon Alley and 
through the art department to a mag¬ 
nificent scale model of Hogwarts Castle 
built for the first film, Harry Potter and 
the Philosopher’s Stone. 

The gift shop, where souvenirs range 
from £3.95 for a lollipop to £495.95 for 
a replica set of Professor Dumbledore’s 
robes, is massive. 

Warner Bros Studio Tour London is 
at Leavesden near Junction 20 of the 
M25, easy to reach from the West Mid¬ 
lands via the M40, A41 and Ml. There 
is free parking. There is a shuttle bus 
from Watford Junction rail station.

Plants which we would not normally 
associate with the British climate or 
even consider being able to grow here 
can be found on plots up and down the 
country. 

The campaign is fronted by broad¬ 
caster and botanist James Wong, who is 
passionate about increasing the variety 
of plants and techniques for cultivating 
home grown food which have been 
brought to this country with migrants 
from all over the world, many of whom 
settled in the Midlands. 

He said there are thousands of edible 
plants grown in this country yet books 
and organisations repeatedly keep 
directing people to the same 15 or so 
varieties. 

“Take the kiwi fruit for instance,” he 
said. “It’s a hardy fruit that can be 


grown in extreme temperatures and 
not just in exotic locations. Then you 
look at a community in Cornwall which 
has grown tea and is now even selling it 
to India and China. 

“We need to change people’s views 
about what can be grown in this 
country. The ethnic communities have 
years of experience of growing a wider 
variety of plants from agricultural 
systems which are different to ours. 
Variety is important.” 

Garden Organic is gathering this 
information from plot holders and gar¬ 
deners across the Midlands and is 
already building the Heritage Seed 
Library at its base in Ryton, Coventry. 

Through community groups and 
organisations such as allotment soci¬ 
eties and word of mouth it has sought to 
find out what the diverse ethnic groups 
from Europe, Africa and Asia who have 
settled across the Midlands and the 


Black Country have to offer. All this has 
the aim of increasing the variety of 
foods and seeds on offer, not just so 
everyone can have a more diverse diet 
but to safeguard the future of food pro¬ 
duction. 

Chief Horticultural officer, Bob 
Sherman said: “We need to be seed 
stewards. The next generation is 
showing little interest so we need to 
preserve these seeds and techniques so 
they are not lost as the generation who 
pioneered their use dies out.” 

Blight 

Mr Wong added: “If you look at the 
Irish potato famine, there was a whole 
country which relied on one crop and 
how that was devastated by blight, this 
is what can happen when you don’t 
have a diversity of plants and seeds.”

DUDLEY KINGSWINFORD player-coach Jon 
Higgins believes his side have set the stan¬ 
dard despite losing to runaway champions 
Rugby Lions. 

The two front-runners in the National League Three 
Midlands clashed last Saturday with Lions keeping up their 
undefeated record in a 19-14 home win. 


But second-placed DK 
were always in the game and 
looked to have closed the gap 
on Neil Back’s men, who ran 
out 68-12 victors in Decem¬ 
ber’s reverse fixture. 

Higgins’ men have 
already secured the play-off 
place and look set to be at 
home to Rossendale, from 
the National League Three 
North, for their promotion 
clash. 

And Saturday will see DK 
face another opponent from 
a different league as they go 
to Whitchurch, from the 
Midlands One West, in the 
semi-final of the North Mid¬ 
lands Cup. 

Luke Greenwood and 
No.8 Jon Tideswell are still 
out with hamstring strains 
but flanker Ian Langford 
should be back from a knee 
injury, while prop Stefan 
Thorp was rested at Lions. 

Reflecting on the Lions 
defeat, Higgins believes the 
level of play displayed in 
keeping up with pacesetters 
would sweep aside most 
opponents they will face 
between now and the end of 
the season. 

He said: “There’s no 
doubt they are the best team 
in the league and we put up 
a good fight against them. It 
was an absolute cracker of a 
game to watch. 

“With the quality of 
players they have got, they 
should go into the next

league and continue to be a 
dominant force. They will be 
favourites to. 

“It was heartening, really, 
it was clearly the two best 
teams in the league coming 
together and we got 
absolutely walloped by them 
at home. 

“We can take a lot of posi¬ 
tives from it and if we 
perform to that intensity in 
the play-off game, I would 
put my mortgage on us 
winning it. 

“It was probably our best 
performance of the season 
and we have lost the game!” 

DK’s defeat made Lions 
the first team to do the 
double over them this 
season and highlighted the 
difference in the two clubs. 

The champions have 
ambitions of top-flight 
rugby within the next few 
years, while 13 of DK’s 
matchday squad came 
through the youth set-up. 

But they put up a tremen¬ 
dous battle at Webb Ellis 
Road and their backs always 
looked dangerous on the 
break. 

Regular sharp, sniping 
runs came from half-backs 
Jordan Brookes and 
Higgins, while Stefan 
Shillingford scored both of 
DK’s tries to take his total to 
23 for the season.

While Lions had the bulk 
of possession and territory in 
the game, DK arguably 
created the better openings. 

But Lions drew first blood 
after seven minutes, when 
the DK front row were 
penalised for standing up 
and full-back Leigh Hinton 
kicked to make it 3-0. 

The hosts’ speed of pass 
and movement gave them 
more control as the game 
progressed but DK might 
have scored on 12 minutes. 

An incisive break from 
Higgins split the Lions’ cover 
and an accurate pass would 
have seen an early score, but 
it was just intercepted. 


DK did score their opening 
try after 14 minutes, when 
Brookes broke a tackle in 
midfield before sprinting 
deep into the Lions’ 22 to 
send in Shillingford for the 
score. 

Gareth Bown converted to 
put DK 7-3 up. But, gradu¬ 
ally, Lions regained control. 

DK were penalised for not 
releasing the ball after 27 
minutes and up stepped 
Hinton again to close the gap 
to 7-6. 

Lions put DK under con¬ 
siderable pressure in the 
second-half and forced them 
to give away a couple of 
penalties. Hinton made it a 


hat-trick of set-pieces to put 
the home side in the lead for 
the first time, by 9-7. 

Then a moment of genius 
from Lions’ fly-half Ben 
Gollings on 50 minutes saw 
them forge further ahead. 

Taking the ball just 
outside the DK 22, he swiv¬ 
elled and took an acute angle 
30 metres to the corner to 
score a fine try to make it 14- 
7. 

Now two scores up, Lions 
looked to impose themselves 
and set up a wave of attacks 
in the DK half. 

DK had brought on Rhodri 
Williams for his league debut 
in the back row and he set 


about the task with relish. 

But DK were dealt a body 
blow when Sam Pedley was 
sinbinned on the hour for 
playing the ball on the floor. 

Lions No.8 Nigel Mukarati 
scored a try on the overlap 
after 62 minutes, when DK 
were short of defensive 
numbers, to increase the lead 
to 19-7. 

DK galvanised themselves 
for a final effort and Higgins 
put Matt Farrington away 
after 73 minutes for the 
winger to step through . 

Farrington released 
Shillingford for his second 
try of the day, with Bown con¬ 
verting to make it 19-14. 


Glassboys

AN own goal from visiting 
defender Tom Kemp enabled 
the Glassboys to complete a 
league double over the Evo- 
Stik Premier league leaders 
despite finishing the game 
with ten men.
